“The Oregon tand fraud prosecutions 
were conducted almost wholly along 
political lines,” and ‘‘a veritable reign 
of terror existed,’ were the charges 
submitted to Attorney General Wick- 
ersham, in a brief by Henry UH. 
Schwartz, former chief of the field 
division of the genera! land office, and 
James 8S. Easby Smith, attorneys for 
f Jones in the pardon proceedings. 

The methods of Detective Willlam 
J. Burns, who developed the govern- 
ment’s case, and others of the prose- 
cution, were severely attacked tn the 
brief. The whole jury ox list of over 
590 names from which the grand and 
petit juries were drawn, was deter- 
mined and selected, it was alleged, by 
the government prosecutors ang de- 
tectives and the political enemies and 
associates of Jones along political 
lines “with the purpose and result of 
securing men who were prejudiced, 
and who would convict.” 

The brief also charges 
nesses were intimidated into giving 
false testimony against Jones under 
threat of indictments; that Witnesses 
were so threatened by a member of 
the grand jury ang by government de- 
tectives, in the presence of their fami- 
lies; and that in various cases then 
being tried, numerous persons were 
indicted and compelled to give evi- 
dence against other defendants, not 
true in fact, and thereafter such in- 
dictments were dismissed. 


How Sleuth Burns Fixed Jury. 


It was alleged that Burns and the 
political enemies o¢ Jones ang other 
defendants, “investigated, interviewed 
and then selected or rejected men in 
making up the jury box In 1905,” from 
which the Jones jury was drawn. 

The government, it was charged, 
procured copies of the jury list before 
they were placed in the box. Alleged 
records of the reports of government 
detectives or agents upon the quali- 
fications of the men whose names were 
on this list are cited. Some of these 
are alleged to refer to the politics and 
religion of prospective jurorg and con- 
tained such descriptions as ‘“‘convictor 
from the word g0, would convict 
Christ,”’ and “yellow dog democrat who 
would convict any republican on sight.” 

Men regarded as unfavorable, it was 
charged, were referred to by “that 
most obscene of all obscene epithets.” 

The jury box was filled August 17, 
1906, on which date, the brief alleged, 
detective Burns sent the following 
telegram to W. Scott Smith, private 
@ecretary to the late secretary of the 
Interior Hitchcock: 

“Jury commissioners cleaned out old 
box from which tria] jurors are select- 
ed and put in 600 new names, every 
one of which was investigated before 
they were-pilaced in the box. This con- 
fidential. Grand jury—was drawn to- 
day, and is composed,of splendid men,

How Jones Was “Jobbed.” 


' As an instance of how Jones was 
“jobbed”’ into accepting as trial jurors 
men who had already expressed them- 
selves as being convinced of the de- 
fendant’s guilt, and as being for con- 
viction, the brief charges that the 
government prosecu grs indicted a man 
jointly with Jones@ind “immediately 
put that man on thé secret pay roll of 
the government, and promised him im- 
munity.” 

“Having the poor devil in their pow- 
er,” the brief continues, “they caused 
him to lie to Jones about the supposed 
fairness of trial jurors, and to induce 
Jones to accept men who had express- 
ed belief in his guilt, and had express- 
ed themselves for his conviction. Also, 
monthly for almost a year, these gov- 
ernment men submitted a voucher 
signed by this dummy defendant, and 
with the funds so received, paid him $3 
per day for his duplicity and daily 
betrayal of men, who, in good faith 
believed him in jeopardy, and were 
jointly with him, seeking to defend 
themselves.”

The national] disorders generally are 
attributed to the acute disappointment 
of the laboring classes over the pro- 
nounced victory of the clericals in the 
recent elections. 

The socialists allied themselves with 
the liberals on the public school ques- 
tion tm—opposition to the government 
policy, hoping-thereby to win a ma- 
jority in the chamber: Their failure 
caused a wave of anger to sweep over, 
the country. 

Latest reports from the provinces 
show that a strike movement has 
spread over the entire Liege basin and 
has tied up most of the collieries and 
the big metal industry.

According to a report current at the 
capito] yesterday, Attorney General T. 
S. Felder has reported to Governor 
Brown that the state has no substan- 
tial ground upon which to base a suit 
for the recovery of Tallulah river and 
Tallulah Falls for public purposes. 

It was further stated, Attorney Gen- 
eral Felder recommended, however, that 
in case the Tallulah Falls Conservation 
Association desired to bring such a 
suit in the name of the state fo. the 
purpose of making a test, it be per- 
mitted to do so, but at its own expense, 

When agked about the report, Gov- 
ernor Brown stated that he had not 
had time to give it consideration, and 
under no cireumstances would he make 
it public until] he had done so. He de- 
clined to affirm or deny the rumor as 
to what the attorney general’s report 
contained. 

It is generally understood that if the 
state does not institute guit, the asso- 
ciation will probably do so, as its pur- 
pose is to make every possible effort 
to recover the falls. 

It ig said the Georgia Railway 
Power Company would not object to 
the institution of sueh a suit, as it 
feels the fina] decisions of the courts 
would fully establish its title to the 
property.

Split May Be Permanent. 

The split in the Tabernacle may be 
permanent, as far as some members of 
the church are concerned. H. A. Eth- 
eridge, one of the staunchest members 
of the congregation in the past, has 
stated that his withdrawal! is perma- 
ment, and that under no circumstances 
does he fee! that he could again join 
in with the church membership. 

Mr. Etheridge, with others who may 
withdraw, is one whose name appears 
on the security papers for the heavy? 

Owing 
to large improvements, the church is 
now under a debt of $126,000. Of this 
amount, stated Mr. Etheridge, $30,000 is 
already past due, and heavy mortgages 
mature in August. 

This handicap was one of the rea- 
20ns why some of the members 
thought it unwise to accept Dr. Mac- 
Arthur as permanent pastor of 
the Tabernacle. Dr. MacArthur 
is «4 years old, and while he is in ro- 
bust health, said one member of the 
Tabernacle, “we thought it unfair to 
lay upon his shoulders such a heavy 
burden,” 

Not as Permanent Prstor, 

“When Dr. MacArthur came to At- 
lanta,” said Mr. Etheridge, “he did not 
come as permanent pastor of the Tab- 
ernacle. We admired him, and we still 
admire him, and we ashed him to come 
to us. He replied that under no cir- 
cumstances would he consider accept- 
ing permanently the pastorate of the 
Tabernacle; that he had resigned from 
what he considered the greatest church 
in the world, Calvary, and that he 
wanted to die as pastor emeritus of the 
church which he had served for forty- 
one years; but that he would be glad 
to come to us, though at considerable 
personal inconvenience, until we could 
Secure a permanent pastor.

Not in Sympathy With Work. 

“Another reason why we think it 
wise to secure another pastor is that 
Dr. MacArthur is not in sympathy with 
institutional work, the basis of our 
church usefulness. 

“I do not know what witll become vf 
the institutional enterprises of the 
church unlesg there is a speedy reor- 
ganization. I, for one, do not feel that 
I can ever go back into that church, 
though I stall Keep my letter there 
until the financia] obligations on which 
my name appears are dispcsed of. I 
think in this regard I am entitled to 
my vote in the church. 

According to one of Dr. MacArthur's 
supporters, the Tabernacle hospital is 
a money-making enterprise, where 
work is done for pay just the same as 
any other place. “I wave been there,” 
said this man, ‘and have paid there as 
I would elsewhere. The dormitory is 
also self-sustaining.

Bill Similar to the Kansas 
“Blue Sky Law.” 


Senator W. J. Harris, of Cedartown, 
has preparéd for introduction at the 
coming session of the general assembly 
two measures which witll be of direct 
interest to the general public. 

The first proposes to abolish the 
present state printing system, which, 
according to evidence which has been 
brought to the senator's attention, has 
state thousands of useless dol- 
lars.

proposes to provide for the em- 
ment by the state ofan expert 
whose duty shall be to get 
competitive bids on all pleces of work, 
large and small, and to see that all 
printing contracts made with the state 
are carried out to the letter in every 


detail. 


The actual awards will be made by a 
commission, on which the governor, the 
comptroller general, the secretary of 
state shall serve. But the awards 
shall be made in consultation with the 
state's expert prjnter. By the pass- 
age of this measure, Senator Harris 
believes large sums of money will be 
saved to the state treasury. 

The other measure is designed 
provide for Georgia a law similar to 
the “blue sky law” of Kansas. It will 
provide that before any stock of a 
domestic or foreign corporation can 
be sola, the secretary of state must 
make an examination of the corpora- 
tion's assets and furnish the agents 
a certificate of authority to sell, 

In the absence of any.such law on 
the statute books now, Georgians are 
yearly investing great sums of money 
in fake enterprises, Senator Harris 
believes his bill, if passed, will keep 
the fakers out of the state, just like 
the law in Kansas has operated.

New York, June 4.—(Special )—Co- 
lumbia university will finish up its 
158th academic year tomorrow with 
the graduation of what is said to be 
the largest class that has ever gone 
forth from an American university.

philosophy in the College of France, 
and Professor John W. Burgess, who 
is retiring from active service in Co- 
lumbia after thirty-six years. 

President John Grier Hibben, of 
Princeton, is *to be honored with the 
degree of doctor of letters, and so is 
George Haven Putnam, the publisher. 
Colonel George Washington Goethals, 
chief engineer of the Panama canal, is 
to receive the degree of doctor of 
science. 

It is expected that Mr. Underwood, 
Chief Justice White, President Hibben 
and Colonel Goethals will make short 
addresses.

Washington, June 4,—(Special.)— 
Congress has heard the appeal of 
housewives all over the country, work- 
men with no meat in the dinner pall, 
and the head of the family who are} 
wondering why the cost of living has 
gone up, 

At a meeting of the house judiciary 
committee today it was decided to be- 
gin at once an investigation of the beef 
trust to prove: 

First, whether there is a beef trust 
that arbitrarily controls the price of 
meats in all parts of the United States, 
and which has the public at its merey. 

Second, whether the trust can be 
dissolved under the Sherman law, as 
it now stands despite the initial vic- 
tory of the beef barons in the courts | 
at Chicago. 

Third, whether there is need of 
amendments to the anti-trust law to/ 
prevent the packers’ combine controll- 
ing prices distribution. 

Without waiting for the department , 
of justice to decide if it can establish | 
a case against the trust, the house 
committee will go ahead with its probe | 
and place betore the country the facts» 
about the organization, plan of busi- | 
ness and method of controlling prices. 
which have made the trust supreme. 

Representative Charles G. Edwards, | 
of Georgia, appeared before the com- | 
mittee in support of his resolution di- | 
recting the attorney general tu pro-' 
ceed against the beef trust. He charged 
that it was “defiant and flagrant of all 
combines existing in lolation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law.” 

ae Zenerally belleved that the 
outcome of the beef cases in Chicago | 
Was 4 miscarriage of justice,” he said. 
“This trust should be dissolved under 
the Sherman«law as it stands or under | 
the Sherman law by proper amendment. | 
lt is a matter of general knowledge 
that the beef trust exists.

Naval con- 
structors today said that had the Ar- 
kansas not been subdivided doubtless 
she would have gone to the bottom 
also. . The Arkansas was able to £0 
out again today to finish her trial with 
these eight compartments probably 
full of water, leaving the damage to be 
repaired later on, unless it is discover- 
ed that the ship's lines have been so 
distorted as to reduce her speed be- 
low the point of acceptance. 

The Arkansas has not been turned 
over to the government by the New 
York ship building company of Cam- 
den whose employees were in charge 
of the vessel when she struck, There- 
fore the company will make good the 
damage and the repairs will probably 
consume about a month. 

Ship Met Requirements, 

tockland, Me., June 4.—In spite of 
the fact that she ran on an uncharted 
reef and injured her hull for a length 
of nearly S30 feet, the new battleship 
Arkansas was able to meet all re- 
quirements in her speed trials today. 
She ran at varying speeds, from 19 tw 
19 knots, and her engines developed 
17,000 horsepower. Tomorrow the 
ship will go out again for three runs 
at the contract speed of 29% Knots 
and three at full speed. 

During the trials today the ArKansas 
met with a second accident, this time 
to the machinery. ‘The low pressure 
turbines developed a flaw and this de- 
layed the trials several hours until the 
defect could be remedied.

GETTING CLOSE TO END 
OF HATCHING SEASON 


Weareatthe end of the hatching sea- 
son, and I have endeavored to get from 
different sections of the south facts that 
would enable me to form some idea 
astoconditionsin regard to the situa- 
tion that exists as to the output of the 
poultry crop. 

In the beginning of the season every- 
thing looked gloomy. Letter. after let- 
ter reached me, complaining of cold, 
rain, lack of sunshine, diseases caused 
by dampness and infertile eggs, caused 
by lack of vigor. Everybody, it 
Seemed, was “down in the mouth.” 
Business fell off everywhere, and no 
one wished to risk buying eggs at 
$3 and up for 15 and then make a 
failure. 

As it frequently 
a@re face to face 
as have confronted the poultry 
of the south during the season that 
has just ended, we have largely heard 
from those who were unsuccessful, and 
not from a large number who were 
buckling down to business, and én- 
gaged in fighting to overcome the bad 
conditions by which they were sur- 
rounded, and which they had to meet, 
that they had no time for anything 
Save to pul) through and win out. 

Good Reports Coming. 

The conditions are not 
as was to be expected, and so from 
many sections we hear now of the good 
in excess of the bad reports. Things 
look brighter today than tney have at 
any timé since January 1. Judging 
from reports tnat have recently come 
to me, I think that we are going to 
reap a larger and better crop of good 
fowls than any of us thought possibie 
a short time ago. 

Now how stands 
northern brethren? 
gather from the northern and southern 
poultry journals, conditions in the 
north an@ west are far less satisfactory 
than they are in the south. Complainte 
are being published in the poultry jour- 
nals as to the conditions that clearly 
indicate that we of the south have guf- 
fered far iess than the poultry men of 
the north. 

From all quarters 
plaints are coming of bad hatches 
from those who think that they can 
only wei good stock and good eggs 
from the north ang west. These folks 
who-go north for everything they 
reed, from the force of habit, have 
been hit harg this year, Thousands of 
good dollars have been thrown away 
this year. The Southern Poultryman 
estimates that $50,000 has been sent 
from Texus alone, for which the send- 
ers vers little more than 
nothing at ali. This paper mentions 
several cases that have been reported 
to it recently. Many 
have come to me Now 
amount of money has drifted 
from the south—$50,000 from Texas! 
How much has gone north from Geor- 
gia? How much from the states be- 
tween Georgia and Texas? Ang when 
is this ruinous practice going to stop” 

Bought Northern Birds to Win. 

Last year when the Southern Indus- 
trial Poultry Assoctation was hard at 
work on their great poultry show some 
of the poultry men around Atlanta 
were in “fear and trembling” about 
competing with northern bred birds. 
Some of them would not enter their 
birds. Some of them sent north and 
purchased birds at prices far in excess 
of their value. Some of them bought 
birds guaranteed to win. One of these 
men, whom i know personally, Was [to 
pay $35 each for three birds in ease 
they did not win and $50 each if they 
did. 

The birds were not named in the 
winnings. They were outclassed by 
gouthern breq birds and to his sorrow 
he found he could have purchased 
these for $10 to $15 each. This is an 
old trick. It has caught a large num- 
ber of ignorant suckers in the south, 
The same beautiful bait is being used 
now, and there is a large number of 
suckers who live in the south yet 


Would Have Helped Industry. 

The eggs and baby chicks that have 
come south during the last season 
caused net only the loss of time, vexa- 
tion, trouble ang disappointment, but 
the loss of hundreds of dollars that, 
had it been invested among our own 
people would have aided in the up- 
building of the poultry industry in 
the south. 

I frequently sit and think, as I am

Next they tried to force 
an entrance to the monastery of the 
Artois fathers and arriving at the 
Anderlecht quarter, wrecked a cafe 
and attempted to storm a convent, but 
were dispersed by firemen with 
streams from thelr hose. 

A column of several thousand 
strikers left La Louviere for the near- 
by collieries this evening to tnduce the 
miners to join in the movement. The 
strikers were hotly pursued by mount- 
ed gendarmes and 300 soldierg have 
been dispatched from Charleroi for La 
Louviere where serious rioting was 
feared tonight. 

At Cornu a mob wrecked the Catho- 
lic club At Bruges gendarmes fired 
on a mob wounding 50 rioters, several! 
fatally. The gendarmes were assailed 
with bottles, bricks and pieces of fur- 
niture from hundreds of windows, 

Educational Fight the Cause. 

The educational fight which is the 
principal cause of the present. dis- 
turbances is explained as follows: | 

The Begian schools today are either 
church schools or public schools.

at the home of their mother, at No, 121 
Jefferson street, Witnesses to the af- 
fray say that Norman nagged Finiay 
on and was directly responsible for the 
affray. The younger Jones boy denies 
that he was near the spot where the 
shooting occurred, and declares that he 
knew nothing of the affair until he was 
informed by his brother. 

“I knew that he was going to get in 
some trouble,” his mother sobbed. “I 
wish he had been in the chaingang, 
where he belonged. Thig trouble would 
not have occurred had he been there. 
My son was home early this morning. 
He took some clothes out of the house, 
and said that he was going to have 
the paint staing taken out. That was 
the last I saw of him.” 


Gave Family the Pistol. 


The police learned from one of the 
Witnesses that Norman Jones gave 
Finlay the pistol with which to shoot 
young Jeffares. Finlay stated that the 
pisto!) belonged to him. He declined to 
talk of the affray except to admit that 
he shot Jeffares, and that the shooting 
was in self-defense. 

The elder Jones boy told the police 
that he was in the tent attending the 
services When the shooting occurred, 
and that he did not know what caused 
it. Will Sweat, who was near the spot 
where the boys were quarreling, told 
the police that Norman gave the pistol 
to Finlay and dared him to shoot. 

Another version of the shooting 18 
that the boys were quarreling, and that 
Finlay threatened to beat Jeffares, who 
is much smaller than himself. Jeffares 
stood with a brick in his hand and de- 
fled any one in the crowd to hit him. 
Norman Jones is said to have extended 
his hand between the belligerents and 
sald: 

“The one who spits on my 
the best man.” 

Finlay !s said to have spat first, and 
started in the direction of Jeffares as 
though determined to start a fight, and 
the smaller boy retreated and raised 
his brick to defend himself. Witnesses 
saiq that Norman Jones pushed the 
pistol into the hands of Finlay ana 
urged him to shoot. 


Saye He Haag Pistol. 


gave me the. pistol,” said 
when questioned by Assistant 
Chief Jett ‘T had it all the time. I 
bought !t from a negro at Ivy and De- 
catur streets. Herbert nagged me on 
by throwing bricks.” 

There were more than a dozen bad 
boys in the crowd when the shooting 
occurred. Neighobrs’- said that the 
boys gather in front of the tent every 
night and create disturbances, and that 
some nights they are more boisterous 
than others. The boys frequently 
fight among themselves and hurl 
bricks against houses. They loiter on 
the streets at alj hours of the night 
and are a menace to the children o>» 
the neighborhood. 


Religious Service Halted. 


The report of the pistol halted the 
religious services in the tent, and a 
number of worshippers rushed out to 
the open to learn the cause of the 
shooting. They saw a number of boys 
rushing through the darkness in the 
direction of Franklin street. The Jef- 
fares hoy was lying on the ground just 
a few feet from the entrance to the 
tent. 

Several ladies bathed the face of the 
wounded lad, and made him comfort- 
able until the arrival of the ambulance. 
He made a brief statement immediate- 
ly after the shooting. He implicated 
Norman Jones and Ernest Finlay in 
the fight which preceeded the shooting. 

Finlay told the police that he was 
only fifteen years old, but his mother 
informed them that he was 17, He 
has been working in the cotton mills. 

The police released Claude Jones 
from custody at 1 o'clock Wednesday 
morning on the strength of the con- 
fession of Finlay that the prisoner was 
not implicated in the shooting. Finlay 
is charged with assault with Intent to 
murder.
